Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

All  too  soon  with  the  passage  of  time  it  is  once  again  my 
statutory  duty  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health 
and  Sanitary  conditions  in  the  area  of  the  Dover  Rural  District 
during  1970. 

A further  increase  of  230  in  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate 
of  the  mid-year  population  to  19,080  means  almost  a 50^o  increase 
on  the  c^^nsus  figure  of  some  20  years  ago. 

The  birth  and  death  rates  when  adjusted  for  comparative 
purposes  compare  very  favourably  with  the  national  rates.  Still- 
births during  1970  numbered  one  less  than  in  the  previous  year| 
nonetheless  the  rate  of  18  per  1,000  total  live  and  still  births  was 
five  higher  than  the  national  rate.  It  is  pleasing  to  record  a new 
low  in  the  number  of  infant  deaths  returned|  only  txfo  such  occxirred,  one 
being  due  to  prematurity  and  the  other  to  a cancerous  condition. 

D-i'oths  from,  cancer  equalled  numerically  those  of  the  previous  year, 
although  those  attributed  to  pulmonary  and  bronchial  sites  were  three 
less.  With  the  mention  of  lung  cancer  comes  Imiaediately  to  mind 
the  subject  of  smoking  X'j'hich  xihen  practised  to  excess  has  been 
indisputably  proved  to  be  associated  Xirith  respiratory  and  coronary 
disease j in  spite  of  the  massive  anti-smoking  publicity  and 
educational  measures,  it  is  distressing  still  to  see  many  of  the 
younger  generation,  even  of  school  age,  indulging  in  the  habit  and 
it  would  seem  that  greater  stress  should  be  placed  on  its  dangers 
in  oxir  educational  establishments,  and  stricter  parental  control 
and  example  exercised. 

The  mains  water  supply  to  the  District  serving  all  but  19  of 
the  houses  in  the  district  is  from  the  Folkestone  and  District  Water 
Company  and  I am  pleased  to  record  an  agreed  sampling  procedure  with 
the  Engineer  and  Manager  of  the  Company  ensuring  full  coverage  of  the 
various  sources  and  points  of  delivery,  and  a full  interchange  of 
information.  It  is  gratifying  also  to  record  the  progress  being 
mainta'ined  in  the  provision  of  main  drainage  schemes  in  the  District. 

Apart  from  the  increase  in  the  nxmber  of  notifications  of 
measles,  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  calls  for  no  special 
comment.  Reference  to  the  returns  published  by  courtesy  of  the 
County  Medical  Officer  xxill  shoxj  that  there  was  a marked  increase 
in  the  nximbers  of  children  receiving  protective  immunisation  and 
vaccination  measures  dxxring  the  year  although  it  is  to  be  hoped 
■Shat  further  advantage  will  be  taken  of  the  offer  of  measles  vac- 
cination, Notifications  of  tuberculosis  numbered  three  only  and  in 
in  this  connection  brief  reference  should  be  made  to  the  reduction 
in  the  mass  miniatxire  radiography  xinits  during  1970:  this  service 

x-7as  established  for  the  detection  of  respiratoiy  tuberculosis  by 
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surveys  of  factory  and  office  staffs  and  of  the  general  public , but 
in  the  view  of  the  Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security 
the  proportion  of  new  cases  now  found  by  these  surveys  did  not 
justify  continuation  of  the  work  al.though  provision  should 
still  continue  to  be  made  for  the  ex.amination  of  volunteers  from 
the  general  public  by  hospital  static  units  untii.  an  assessment 
was  possible  of  the  demand  for  their  use.  Locally^  ample 
facilities  remained  available  with  weekly  or  fortnightly  sessions 
in  neighbouring  towns ^ although  of  course  fixed  times  and  days 
imposed  limitations. 

Skeleton  proposals  for  the  reform  of  the  Local  Government 
Service  and  the  reorganisation  of  the  National  Health  Service j 
together  with  the  plans  for  the  redevelopment  and  centralizing 
of  our  hospital^  accident  and  emergency  services  are  the  current 
subjects  of  debate  and  discussioni  x^rhatever  the  outcome ^ and  it 
must  be  aclaiowledged  that  development  •'^nd  change  are  inevitable 
and  indeed^  to  my  mindj  overdue  in  many  fields j it  is  to  be 
sincerely  hoped  that  in  the  end  result  local  interest j opinionj 
and  representation  will  be  retained  to  the  fullest  degree  possible. 

Once  again^  it  is  my  pleasure  to  place  on  record  the  value  of 
the  support  and  co-operation  so  willingly  given  by  iy'Ir.  Armstrong 
and  his  staff  during  the  year,  and  to  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  you 
and  to  the  Chief  Officers  and  staffs  of  the  remaining  Departments 
of  the  Council  for  the  courtesy  and  assistance  extended  to  both 
myself  and  my  Deputy.

Phase  III  of  the 
Temple  Ewell  scheme  was  completed  and  brought  into  use  during 
the  year.  iliere  are  now  main  drainage  schemes  serving

Temple  Ewell  with  River ^ Kingsdown^  Ringi'fould^  St.  Margaret ’s- 
at-Cliffe^  Langdon  and  Guston,  These  systems  discharge  into 
the  sewers  of  the  adjoining  Local  Authorities  of  Dover 5 
Folkestone  and  Deal. 

Sewage  is  otherxTise  disposed  of  by  cesspools 5 septic 
tanks 3 pail  closets  and  chemical  closets. 

The  supervision  of  the  conversion  of  existing  drainage 
systems  to  ma.in  drainage  is  under  the  control  of  the  Surveyor 
and  Senior  Pub  He  Health  Inspector.  A free  emptying  service 
of  cesspools  and  a restricted  emptying  service  for  pail  closets 
is  operated  by  the  Council  xmder  direct  labour.  A charge  is 
levied  where  a public  sewer  has  been  available  for  use  for 
more  than  1 year.

Refuse  Collections 

The  collection  and  removal  of  domestic  refuse  and  the 
collection  of  waste  paper  salvage  is  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  under  the  supervision  of  the  Surveyor  and  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector.  A separate  fortnightly  xjaste 
paper  collection  was  introduced  during  the  year  and  this  has 
resulted  in  a considerable  increase  in  the  volume  of  salvage 
collected.  An  electric  baling  press  xjas  purchased  and  this 
has  facilitated  the  baling  and  removal  of  waste  paper  after 
collections . 

Paper  sacks  are  now  issued  to  each  house  X\rhere  refuse 
collection  is  due  over  a National  Public  Holiday  period, 
and  these  are  collected  with  the  next  regular  collection. 

The  scheme  has  been  well  received  by  the  Coxmcil's  employees 
and  the  householders  concerned.

One  Demolition  Order  and  One  Closijng  Order  were  made 
in  respect  of  two  dwellings.  A formal  undertaking  to  carry- 
out repairs  was  accepted  in  respect  of  one  dwelling. 

Informal  action  'was  taken  to  secure  repairs  to  several 
other  dwellings. 

Improvement  Grants  - 1 ^ applications  for  Discretionary 
Improvement  Grants  were  submitted  to  the  Councilj  one  was 

refused  and  18  approved.  The  total  cost  of  the  schemes  approved 
amounted  to  and  the  grants  to  Five  schemes 

were  completed  during  the  year. 

10  applications  for  Standard  Grants  Tifere  approved,  and  the 
total  maximum  of  the  grants  permitted  amounted  to  £1905.  Eight 
schemes  were  completed  during  the  year.

New  dwellings  - One  hundred  and  six  dwellings  were  completed 
by  private  enterprise  during  the  year  and  one  hundred  find  one  were 
under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Eight  dwellings  were  completed  by  the  Council  and  in  addition 
"Manley  House"^  VJhitfield  comprising  I4.  - 2 person  units^  32  - 1 
person  units  for  elderly  persons  and  a warden's  house  vjas  completed 
and  occupied.  This  unit  incorporates  a communal  loimge,  facilities 
for  visitors  and  laundry  facilities.
